OTTAWA,  June  12  (CP). — Faced  by  an  Opposition  which 
gained  strength  in  a more  complete  tabulation  of  yester- 
day's election  results,  the  position  of  Canada’s  Liberal  Gov- 
ernment tonight  hinged  directly  on  the  service  vote  ex- 
pected to  be  announced  June  20. 

With  results  still  coming  in  from  scattered  polling  sta- 
tions, Prime  Minister  Mackenzie  King’s  Administration 
tonight  held  118  seats  on  the  basis  of  the  civilian  vote, 
the  same  as  it  was  credited  with  last  night.  But  there  was 
this  difference— there  was  only  one  seat  to  come  and  the 
C.C  F was  leading  there 

However,  Mr.  King  had  eight  Independent  Liberals  on 
whom  he  might  be  able  to  depend  for  support,  while  one 
Independent,  Bona  Arsenault,  of  Quebec,  announced  today 
his  intention  to  back  the  Liberal  Government.  This  added 
up  to  a total  of  127  in  the  245-member  House.

On  the  larger  island  of  Labuan,  which  commands  the 
entrance  to  Brunei  Bay,  the  seasoned  Australia^  9th  Divi- 
sion troops  who  landed  Sunday  advanced  two  miles  north 
of  the  captured  airfield

That  position,  repeated 
across  Canada,  has  contributed  to  the  present 
indecisive  returns,  a position  in  which  verv 
little  indeed  has  been  settled  finally. 

Under  the  circumstances,  it  is  a good  deal 
too  early  for  anyone  to  claim  the  victory.

* that  the  Liberal  Party  has  lost  its  over- 
whelming majority  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. Mr  King  today  must  go  hat  in  hand
